NISSEN AND ‘BOAT’ 
VANISH IN LAKE, 


“Foolkiller No. 3” Not Heard 


from 12 Hours After 
Starting to Roll to 
Michigan, 


CAUGHT IN STIFF GALE. 


Friends Hopeful, but Marine Men 
- Fear Strange Craft and 
Skipper Will Never 


Make Port, — 


With a forty mile gale piling up a heavy 
sea, Peter Nissen, in his aquatic balloon 
“ Foolkiller No. 3" disappeared in the mists 
of Lake Michigan yesterday afternoon ina 
rash attempt to roll across the sixty-five 
miles of water to the Michigan shore. 

Although a watch was kept at every port 
from South Chicago to Grand Haven no tid- 
ings of the voyager or his strange craft had 
been received at 3 a. m. Nissen’s friends 
in Chicago declared their belief that the man 
who went through the Niagara rapids in a 
small boat had reached shore in safety... Ma- 
rine men and life savers, however, said the 
chances were that the “ Foolkiller ” and its 
skipper had gone down In the gale. 


Cold Adds to the Dangers. 

After midnight the wind increased and the 
thermometer fell several degrees below the 
freezing point. This was followed by snow 
flurries along the Michigan shore. The cold, 
it was declared, would add greatly to Nissen's 
sufferings, as the ‘‘ Foolkiller” does not af- 
ford any room for exercise. The pitching and 
tossing of the ‘‘ boat’ weuld wear out even 
so hardened.a man as Nissen, lake men de- 
clared. 

Another danger was pointed out. It was 
that the “ Foolkiller ’’ was not strong enough 
t6 stand the tossing it must receive if still 
out in the lake. 

Nissen had made arrangements to notify 
John Rosberg, 53 Pierce avenue, as soon as he 
landed. At an early hour Mr. Rosberg had 
received no word. He sat up all night inthe 
hope of a telegram stating his friend was 
safe. 


Start from Chicago Avenue. 

Once before Nissen made the attempt to 
sail across the lake, but the wind failed and 
his “ bag of air” was towed back to land. 
His second venture yesterday started more 
auspiciously. Shortly before noon the ‘‘Fool- 
killer "’ was hauled in a wagon to the lake 
shore at the foot of Chicago avenue, the 
spot selected for the launching. 

For an hour the inventor and his friends 
labored with an air pump till the canvas 
bag was filled and straining at its moorings. 
Then the skipper threw in three days’ ra- 


tions of biscult, cheese, tobacco, and water. 
He shook handé with his trietds and climbed 


into the “ craft,” closing the porthole after 
him. 

* She is tugging at her moorings,”’ shouted 
Nissen in muffled tones. ‘* Good-by.” 


Rolls Away Into the Lake. 

At that the ropes were cut and the canvas 
bag rolled down the stone beach and into 
the water. The spectators cheered. 

“When are you coming back?’’ some one 
shouted. 

The answer from the cavern of the canvas 


‘globe sounded ominously like that of a voice 


from a sepulcher. ‘I’l] tell you better after 
get there.” 

In a minute the strong northwest wind 
had swept the “ Foolkiller” far into the 
lake. The tug Perfection was at that time 


making for the river mouth. 


Encounters the Tug Perfection. 

“Something off the port bow,” called a 
deckhand. “ It looks like Plymouth rock or 
a sperm whale.” 

“ What have you Veen drinking now?” de- 
manded the captain. Just then he sighted the 
** foolkiller.” 

In an instant the wheel was hard down 
and the Perfection, sweeping around, headed 
for the strange object till tug and airbag 
faced each othér in the high seas like two 
belligerents. Nissen, shifting his weight,, 
made the “ foolkiller’’ bound away to port 
like a huge rubber ball. 

* Lay to, there,” came the gruff hail of the 
captain. “‘ We're throwin’ you a line.” 

** Don't want your blooming line,”’ shouted 
the navigator from the depths of the airbag. 
In disgust the captain headed back for the 
harbor. 

Sighted by Life Saver’s Wife. 

That was the last seen but not heard of 
the “ foolkiller "' in the afternoon, 

‘“ Passed at 3:45 p. m. a round, awful look- 
ing thing, a traveling balloon on water, going 
at the rate of fifteen knots.” 

Mrs. Charles Carland, the wife of Capt. 
Carland of the Chicago harbor life saving 
station, made the foregoing entry in the 
“log” in the absence of her husband. 

“What blithering land lubber has been 
foolin’ with the log?” asked Capt. Carland 
when he returned early in the evening. 

“Tt really happened,’’ said his wife. There 
was a man inside.” 

“ Why didn't you put out a boat and rescue 
him?” asked Carland. 

‘He said he didn’t want t» be rescued,”’ 
said his wife. “He hollered out how he 
was traveling to Michigan City in his fool- 
killer, and said that if we tried to ‘nterfere 
with him he'd get the law on us.” 


Life Savers Are on Watch. 

Word that the “ Foolkiller”’’ was at sea 
was sent late in the afternoon to all the life 
saving stations around the head of the lake. 
At first it was expected Nissen would land, 
if he landed at all, near Michigan City. With 
the coming of the night the wind shifted more 
to the south. On the east shore a brisk south- 
west gale was reported. Nissen’s friends 
then decided he would make port probably 
at St. Joseph, Mich., or farther north. At 
the east shore life saving stations the shore 
is patrolled for a mile north ard south, but 
the beach walkers saw no sign of the “ Foo!l- 
killer.” The stations are at Michigan City, 
St. Joseph, South Haven, Holland, and Grand 
Haven, 

What the “Foolkiller” Is. 

Nissen lives at 405 West Kinzie street. “He 
is unmarried, a Dane, 41 years old, and be- 
fore he turned to the invention of strange 
craft was a bookkeeper. The “ Foolkiller 
No. 3” is a canvas bag, thirty feet long and 
twenty-two in diameter, tapering to blunt 
ends, where there are glass port holies. In- 
side the whole length of the bag extends a 
center shaft, around which revolves 4 hub 
at each end and from each hub radiates 120 
cotton cord spokes fixed in the canvas, which 
serve to hold the bag in shape and carry it 
around the center shaft. Between the 
spokes, suspended from the shaft, is a basket 
or seat in which the “ rolling traveler ’’ sits, 
steering by sliding the basket from one end 
of the shaft to the other. His only view 
of the outside world is through the small 
portholes at each end.

Chicago's seattered commercial forces, 
coalesced in the Chicago Commercial asso- 
clation, is to establish a “ clearing house ’”’ 
in the downtown district—a central head- 
quarters which will stand for the actual 
cohesion of the multitudinous business and 
financial interests of the city. 

The headquarters, according to the plan, 
will be mainly for the accommodation and 
comfort of visiting business men of every 
branch. 

All the conveniences appertaining toa well 
appointed clubhouse are included in the 
tentative plans. The association's rooms will 
be open to the sustaining members, and meet- 
ing rooms and men famillar with every phase 
of Chicago's industrial, commercial, and so- 
cial activities will be located at the head- 
quarters to give information to visiting mer- 
chants. 


But Will Sell Him No Gold Bricks. 

Here are some of the things that the mem- 
bers of the headquarters staff will do for the 
visiting merchant: 

They will receive him with the old time Chicago 
hospitaligy and enthusiasm. 

They will find hotel accommodations for him. 

They will arrange for the checking and delivery 
of his baggage to the hotel. 

They will check his grip at the central office. 

They will place messenger and telephone service 
at his command. 

They will furnish him with a guide to direct him 
to any mereantile house, manufacturing plant, or 
place of interest which he may care to visit. 


Will Start Before Feb. 15. 

The central headquarters will be estab- 
lished before the spring meeting of the as- 
sociation, which will be held in the middle 
of February. This was the announcement 
made yesterday by A. M. Compton of John 
Vv. Farwell & Co., chairman of the ways and 
means committee of the asociation. 

A committee has been appointed to decide 
upon the location of the headquarters. of 
this committee E. M. Skinner of Wilson 
Bros. is chairman. Mr. Skinner and his col- 
leagues have already visited several of the 
downtown office buildings in the hope of 
finding suitable quarters. 


- Take Gripsack Directory. 

The establishment of the headquarters 
forms only a part of the plans, which have 
been assuming definite shape since the re- 
cent banquet of the association, to make Chi- 
cago the commercial and industrial capital 
of the nation, Every traveling salesman em- 
ployed by a member of the association who 
henceforth goes out to drum up trade will 
do the drumming for two organizations—the 
business organization he represents and 
Chicago, the municipa) organization in which 
the business organization is located. 

Each drummer -traveling for a member of 


the association will be provided with a 


“ gripsack directory " containing a compre- 
hensive list of the commercial institutions in 
all lines doing business in Chicago. The 
salesmen will be expected to try to attract 
every line of trade to Chicago, and, by re- 
sorting to the gripsack directory, will be tn a 
position to give exact information regarding 
the leading firms in all lines of business to 
any questioning merchant. The directories 
are already in the hands of the printer. 

The work of the association will not be 
confined to the exploitation of Chicago as a 
commercial and industrial center. The 
artistic side of the city’s lUfe will be dwelt 
upon and widely advertised. 

The association will actively engage In the 
work of cleaning and beautifying the down- 
town district; it will encourage municipal-art, 
engage to arouse civic pride, and set forth 
Chicago's claims as an educational, art, lit- 
erary, and amusement center. 


YOUTHFUL ROBBER SENTENCED 
TO IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE. 


Orrin Cox, 17 Years Old, and the Son of 
Respectable Parents, Pays Full Pen- 
alty for Midnight Crime. 


Orrin Cox, 17 years old, son of respectable 
parents in Kensington, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment in Judge Chetlain’s court yes- 
terday on a charge of robbery. He will be 
sent to Pontiac until he reaches his majority. 
The severe penalty was inflicted because 
Cox, when committing the crime, was armed 
with a loaded revolver. 

The young man’s father was a contractor 
in moderate circumstances. The arrest of 
the son caused consternation among his rela- 
tives and friends. His fatner was killed on 
Nov. 1 by an Illinois Central train. His 
mother lives at Seventy-seventh street and 
Lexington avenue. 

The crime for which the son was convicted 
was committed on Sept. 18 Cox and two 
companions entered Hill's restaurant, Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and Sixty-third street. 
Revolvers were displayed and the customers 
robbed under threats of death. The youth- 
ful criminals secured $110 and made their 
escape, but Cox was arrested soon after.

EIGHT HOUR LAW INVALID. 


New York Court of Appeals Finds 
Against Statute. 


DECISION SETS PRECEDENT. 


Judge Says Outrages of Unions Have 
Coerced Bench. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 29.—[Special.}—In a 
decision today the New York state Court of 
Appeals declared unconstitutional the labor 
law which prohibits a contractor from em- 
ploying his men more than eight hours a day 
on city, county, or state work. Since its 
enactment in 1897 this statute has been al- 
most continually before the courts. 

Other phases have been passed upon, but 
this is the first time the Court of Appeals has 
expressed its views flatly on the eight hour 
provision. 

The decision was in an action brought by 
Harry Cossey to compel payment by the city 
of New York of $28,215 for six scows manu- 
factured for the street cleaning department. 
Payment was refused on the ground that he 
had violated the terms ot his contract in em- 
ploying men over eight hours a day. 


Hold Law Unconstitutional. 

Judges O'Brien, Martin, and Vann hold the 
law is unconstitutional In that it deprives an 
individual of property without due process 
of jaw. Chief Judge Cullen, with Judge 
Werner concurring, makes the decision one 
of precedent. Judge Haight alone dissented. 

Chief Judge Cullen takes the ground that 
the principle Involved in this case ts precisely 
similar to that in the action of the people ex 
rel. Rogers vs. Coler. The latter was the 
earliest case that arose under the labor law, 
and in deciding the courts held that the 
statute was unconstitutional in so far as it 
involves the “ prevailing rate of wages.” 


Former Decision Controls. 

Judge Cullen says, comparing the two 
cases: 

“This difference in circumstances would 
not justify a distinction in principle and 
therefore the decision in the Rogers case 
must control the disposition of the present 
case unless the Rogers case has been over- 
thrown by subsequent cases in this court or 
in the Supreme court of the United States.” 

In his conclusion the chief judge says: 

“I fear that the many outrages of labor 
organizations, or of some of their members, 
have not only excited just indignatior but 
at times have frightened courts into plain 
legal inconsistencies and into the enuncia- 
tion of doctrines which, if asserted in litiga- 
tions arising under any Other subject than 
labor legislation, would meet scant courtesy 


or consideration.”

I had to give her more money in order to keep 
the loans that I had made from being lost. 
All the time I was hoping that she soon would 
be in a position to pay.”’ 


SELLING OF BOGUS DRUGS 
CHARGED AGAINST DEALERS. 


Raid on Mail Order Houses Allegéd to 
Uncover Vast Frauds—Defendants 
Call It a Scheme of the Trust. 


Mail order frauds of vast extent in the sale 
of adulterated and spurious drugs, some of 
thera dangerous to life, are alleged to have 
been discovered in Chicago. 

Four raids were made yesterday by United 
States Inspector James E. Stuart and De- 
tective Wooldridge, thousands of dollars’ 
worth of medicines were confiscated, and sev- 
eral persons were arrested. 

Defendants assert that they are conducting 
a legitimate business and that their arrest is 
merely the result of the drug trust’s influ- 
ence. It is alleged that they have been sell- 
ing drugs to 8,000 of the 40,000 druggists in 
the United States.

The substance sold as aristol is alleged to be 
75 per cent Fuller's earth, colored with ferric 
acid, the remaining 25 per cent consisting of 
iodized thymol andalkali. If put ona wound 
all of those articles would be irritants and 
might cause serious results, it is said. 

It is also charged that Nay, or Soper, sold 
as trional, the sleep producing drug acetan- 
ilid, which causes heart depression. A max- 
imum dose of trional is forty-five grains, 
whereas five grains of acetanilid has been 
known to produce death.

With fisticuffs and bitter words on 
the surface, and an understanding on the 
part of the leaders that the whole perform- 
ance was “enacted” for the purpose of 
“ establishing the record” for.the dacision 
of the county committee, two tickets were 
elected at separate meetings held by the 
Hanecy and anti-Hanecy factions. 

Judge Hanecy, Noble B. Judah, and their 
supporters took possession of Arlington hall, 
the appointed meeting place at Thirty-first 
street and Indiana avenue, at 6:30 in the 
evening. Justice Richardson and a constable 
from his court were stationed at the door 
to see that only the faithful obtained ad- 
mission. Outside a cordon of police aided the 
Hanecy workers in keeping their precinct 
voters in a double line that effectually pre- 
vented the entrance of the opposition men. 
A white ribbon bearing the legend, “‘ Noble 
B. Judah for president,’’ was the apparent 
requisite for passing the barrier, although 
some pretense was made of checking the ap- 
plicants off.on the ward club roster. A rep- | 
resentative of Tue showing the 
white badge, was twice admitted without 
any request for further credentials. 


; Dixon Men Barred Out. 
Until the Dixon followers secedéd a crowd 
of 3,000 men stood in front of the hall and 
vainly demanded entrance. Frequent per- 
sonal encounters enlivened the period 
waiting, the most serious being caused by 
the arrival of the Thirty-third Precinct club, 
bearing a transparency marked * Vote for 
Deneen's party.” A Hanecy man promptiy 
knocked the emblem into the street and a free 
for all fight ensued. Ald. Dixon stopped the 
mélée with police aid, and ** Jim "" Lutha, the 
aggrieved standard bearer, was placed under 
arrest, while his followers sang an anti- 
Hanecy war hymn with a chorus of ** Ain't 
it sad when you can’t trust a friend."’ 
When 8 o'clock, the hour set for the meet- 
ing, arrived, Ald. Dixon followed by Charlies 
H. Hamill and Hamilton R. Johnstone, 
shouldered their way into the | to de- 
mand entrance for the crowd’outside. John- 
stone started a personal appeal to President 
Judah, when Judge Hanecy interrupted him. 
“ Yopng man,” said the judge, shaking a 
long forefinger at the intruder, * you cannot 
interrogate Mr. Judah. 1 shall not permit it.” 
But judge——"’ expostulated Johnstone. 
Young man,” continued the jurist. with 
the forefinger still trembling menacingly, 
“ you cannot interrogate me. lam not upon 
the witness stand.” 


_ Bolt Follows Uproar. . 

President Judah thereupon attempted to 
open the meeting as temporary chairman. 
The Dixon men who had gained admission 
under the white badge started an uproar that 
compelled the substitution of Adam Olden- 
burg, whom the Hanecy faction gaveled 
through as permanent chairman. To Olden- 
burg Edward H. Wright presented a motion 
that further proceedings be postponed until 
the club members in the street had been ad- 
mitted. Oldenburg refused to put the mo- 
tion, and Alderman Dixon at once led his 
followers from the hall. 

Formingin regular line of march and headed 
by the sixteenth precinct drum and bugle 
corps, the anti-Hanecy men made their way 
east on Thirty-first street to the America 
hall, where they organized under Thomas 
J. Holmes, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. Twenty-six out of the thirty-nine 
precinct captains handed in credentials, and 
the election of the “ blue ’’ ticket, headed by 
Mr. Hamill, was gone through with in due 
form. Chairman Johnstone appointed judges, 
tellers and watchers and compelled the nom- 
ination of the Hanecy ticket, so that every 
ceremony should be complied with to make 
the record perfect. The rule ‘of the imported 
West Side thugs’’ In the other meeting was 
denounced, and resolutions were adopted de- 
claring the secession movement as the only 
blown in th bottle, regular, official meeting 
of the Second ward club. Hamill, Wright, 
Arthur Dixon and John A. Heusner made 
speeches attacking “‘ the former boss rule 
in the ward while the ballots were being 
counted. In this election Hamill received 
963 votes to 4 for Judah. sie 


Judge at the Ballot Box. 


The Hanecy faction, with the judge presid- 
ing over the ballot box on the stage, went 
through an equally formal election, which 
naturally resulted in the triumph of the 
“ white’ ticket. Both sides kept stenogra- 
phic reports of each other’s meetings and 
both sides claim to have proof that improper 
votes were cast by their opponents.

Effort to Oust Blount. 


The methods and the objects in the Thir- 
teenth and Twentieth ward fights were simi- 
lar. What was sought was to oust Fred 
Blount from political control. Postmaster 
Coyne led the contest in the Thirteenth ang 
William J. Moxley in the Twentieth. 

In the Thirteenth Blount had the advan- 
tage in the aid of the outgoing officers of the 
club, who, under the constitution, were en- 
titled to call the meeting, and they fixed it 
for a little hall in West Van Buren street and 
set the hours in which club members could 
vote from 4to 7p. m. They also eefused to 
allow the opposition judges and challengers. 

But the opposition went to the meeting just 
the same and in numbers. They went by 
street cars, on foot, in carriages, and in au- 
tomobiles. Never was such a turnout of the 
republicans of the Ward known. But it was 
easier to get to the hall than to vote. The 
hall was a small one, the staircase narrow.

Provides That Word “Punishment”’ 


Shall Not Appear in Dogger 
Bank Investigation.

ST. PETERSBURG, Novy. 30, 3 a. m.—The 

terms under which the international Dogger 
bank commission will sit are published this 
morning in the governmental Viestnik. 
Russia has carried its point in seeing that 
the word ‘* punishment,’’ upon which Lord 
Lansdowne in his Guildhall speech laid par- 
ticular stress, and which the entire British 
press insisted upon so emphatically, does not 
appear. 

The commission is given authority merely 
to find where the blame ics. Should the 
biame be found to rest upon the Russians, 
the reply of this country would be that an 
unfortunate mistake was made by its officers 
in the conscientious execution of their duty. 

Russia regrets the incident and will pay 
indemnities, but punishment of the officers 
is out of the question. 


NOTES OF THE WAR. 


PARIS—The council evi ministers has designated 
Admiral Fournier to sit on the Anglo- Russian 
North sea commission. Foreign Minister De!l- 
casse informed the council that the foreign min- 
ister’s palace on the Quay d’Orsay would be 
placed at the diesposai of the commission, which 
will assemble at an early date. 

BREST, FRANCE—The Russian torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Prouzitelny has anchored here with a hole 
in its hull caused by its anchor.

“BLACK” SMALLPOX DEATH. 


Case of Supposed Heart Disease Causes 
Prompt and Vigorous Action by the 
Health Authorities. 


Residents of Brighton Park and phy- 
sicians of the health department and coro- 
ner’s office were startled yesterday when it 
was learned William Hare, whose body had 
been removed in a police ambulance to 1558 
West Thirty-fifth street, had died of “‘black”’ 
smallpox.

HECRIES ZEMSTVO REFORM 


PRINCE SAYS HOPE OF RUSSIA IS 


IN AUTOCRACY. 
Asserts That Agitation for Constitution 
Is Impracticable, Considering the 
Character of the People Which Con- 
* stitate the Empire—Says Compre- 
hensive Plan for Betterment of Gov- 
ermment Was Cut Short by the As- 
sassination of Von Piehve. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 29.—Prince Mest- 
chersky, editor of the Grashdanin, and the 
foremost spokesman of the autocracy, holds 
that the inauguration of such reforms as are 
at present possible in Russia has been actu- 
ally prejudiced by “ the irresponsible agita- 
tion for a constitution, which is now in prog- 
ress.” 

Autocracy he considers vital to the lifeand 
future greatness of Russia as a nation. Lib- 
eral reforms, he maintains, are necessary, 
but they cannot be introduced except by the 
autocracy. 


Reform Plan Cut Short. 

Moreover, deciares the prince, a broad pian 
of reform was already mapped out for grad- 
ual introduction, when the whole work was 
thrown into confusion by the liberal rebound, 
accompanied by a discussion of a constitu- 
tion, which followed Minister von Plehve's 
death. Prince Mestchersky said: 

“The question is often asked, Why not in- 
troduce a constitution? Russia might as 


well ask an American or a Briton, Why not 


introduce autocracy? A constitution is just 
as necessary to Great Britain or the United 
States as autocracy is for Russia. Russia 
without autocracy would cease to be Russia. 
The greatest contemporary Russian states- 
men, men of the most commanding intellect, 
like M. Witte, are of this opinion. 

“ Constitutional government is impossible 
in Russia for the simple reason that the vast 
majority of the people have not the slightest 
conception of its meaning. There are, per- 
haps, 100,000 Russians who want a constitu- 
tion, and, as they do all the talking, while the 
remaining 150,000,000 are voiceless, the im- 
pression goes abroad that the sentiment of 
the majority of the nation desires a change in 
the form of government.” . 


Would Be Short Lived. 

“Tf a constitution were introduced tomor- 
row, it would be short lived, for the simple 
reason that it would not be based upon the 
wishes or ideas of the people and, therefore, 
it would only impede real and lasting reform, 
Constitutional government would prove an 
actual danger, because the nation includes 
races like the Poles and those of the Baltic 
territory, who are more advanced and de- 
veloped than the rest. They consequently 
secon would obtain a predominance in the par- 
liament, which would cal) forth the opposi- 
tion of the great mass of the population and 
lead to the disintegration of the nation. 

“Once local government should be estab- 
lished upon a firm basis, it was the intention 
of the sovereign to reform the central admin- 
istration at St. Petersburg. This probabiy 
would be begun with the introduction of min- 
isterial responsibility. 


Chance in QGouncil of Empire. 

“The reforms next would include the in- 
troduction of representative members in the 
counci] of the empire, giving the nation a 
voice in legislation. The senate would be 
restored to the primary function, for which 
it was created by Peter the Great, of con- 
trolling the administration of the law and 
thus becoming a strong safeguard against 
arbitrariness in administration. 

**‘Meanwhile the real business of reform 
rests with the emperor and his minister 
ofthe interior. What they will do and 
what influence the present difficulties en- 
gendered by the war in the far east will have 
upon ‘their decision, I cannot say: but I 
have not the slightest apprehension re- 
garding the’ future, and believe the great- 
ness and welfare of Russia are synonymous 
with autocracy.”’ 
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BILL TO STOP MEDICAL TEST 


REFUSED BY JUDGE TULEY. 


County Attorney Now in Position of Be- 
ing Made to Advise Merit Board on 
What Course to Pursue. 


A few more kinks were put yesterday in 
the tangle over the county hospital staff 
civil service rule, and the snarl reached a 
high degree of complexity. For the time 
being it is out of court, the petition for an 
injunction against the civil service commis- 
sion having been dismissed by Judge Tuley. 
County Attorney Wilkerson was disappoint- 
ed at not having a ruling of the court, be- 
cause now he must advise the merit board 
whether or not to go ahead with the exam- 
ination. 

The situation as it now exists is that the 
county board ordered the cfvil service com- 
mission to hold an examination for physi- 
cians on the medical staff at the county hos- 
pital. The examining board was made up and 
the examination advertised, when a bill was 
filed in Judge Tuley’s court seeking to en- 
join the commission from carrying out the 
order of the county board. 

Before the injunction hearing, however, the 
county board rescinded its former action, 
but the rescinding motion was vetoed prompt- 
ly by President Foreman. Members of the 
board refused to recognize his right, and or- 
dered the veto placed on file. When the 
hearing came in the injunction suit, the 
attorney for the petitioner insisted the re- 
scinding motion stand, but wanted the in- 
junction granted on the ground that the 
civil service commission would hold the ex- 
amination anyway, claiming the right to do 
so under the statutes. 

Judge Tuley ruled the attorney would 
have to begin all over again if that was his 
contention, and dismissed the bill. 

The question now agitating the minds of 
medical men, county commissioners, and the 
civil service board is, will the examination 
be held or not? All hands are waiting while 
County Attorney Wilkerson goes through the 
law books in search of a precedent, 

Dr. W. A. Evams is an opponent of the 
civil service examination. 

“ The examination is inadequate,”’ he de- 
clared. “ It is proposed to hold the attend- 
ing staff responsible for the patients, yet it 
is to be selected in an examination three 
hours long. When we select internes who 
are to carry out the orders of the staff, we 
give them an examination of three days, with 
most elaborate machinery to prevent collu- 
sion. Now it is proposed to give a three hour 
examination with no machinery to prevent 
collusion, to select the men of maximum 
portance. I do not mean to charge any one 
with dishonesty, but the fact that personal 


equations are in some measure determining 
factors is shown by the elaborate machinery 
devised by the medica! staff for internes’ ex- 
aminations, and that 9% per cent of the ex- 
amining board and of the proposed applicants 


. are either members or former members of the 


staff, and know why they devised that ma- 
chimery for their own guidance and control.’

WIRE COT T0 SAVE TRERS 


FLAT OWNER AND PHONE coM- 
PANY IN STRANGE WAR. 


Siegfried Harmstrom Says Installing of 
Telephones in His Apartment House 
Threatened His Catalpas — Strands 

Cut, Although He Denies Doing it— 
Massy Families Without Service 
Over Sunday—Now Cable Is Strung 
and the Struggle Will Be Resumed. 


As the result of warfare between the Chi- 
cago Telephone: company and Siegfried 
Harmstrom, owner of a large apartment 
building at Melrose street and Evanston ave- 
nue, the company’s wires have been cut, dis- 


abiing the telephones of fifty-two families in | 


the Belmont exchange. 

Harmstrom's tenants and neighbors assert 
that he cut the wires, but the landlord de- 
clares he would never dare cut a live wire for 
fear of the shock. The fight is being waged 
for the preservation of a number of trees on 
Harmstrom’'s property. 

The apartment building is in two sections 
with a small park between. In this parkisa 
lawn, and several rows of fine young catalpa 
trees. The owner of the building explained 
yesterday that two years ago, when the tele- 
phone company made connections for the 
apartments for the Belmont exchange, the 
wires were strung in a straight line across 
this lawn, without the owner’s consent being 
secured as required by law. 


Story of Fight for Trees. 
Since that time, he Says, he frequently has 


asked the company to remove. the wires; ' 


many promises te do so being forthcoming, 
but nothing more tangible. Harmstrom says 
that he told the company last summer that 
the wires must come down or that ae would 
see that they were removed. 

“My catalpa trees, of which I am proud 
and which I planted at great expense,”’ he 
said, “‘ were growing up into the wires, with 
the result that by next year they would have 
been killed. My last interview with the tele- 
phone company took place a fortnight ago, 
when a representative called at my house. 
He said he could not remove the wires. 

“Judge of my surprise, then, when, last 
Saturday morning, I awoke to find the wires 
oie loose and my trees saved from the 
peril.” 

The wires in question supplied all the tele- 
phones in that vicinity between Evanston 
avenue and the lake. These were uséless 
until Monday night. 


Cable Strung Despite Protest. 


Harmstrom said Monday morning nearly 
fifty men appeared and started to string a 
cable through the streets around the house 
to supply the power so effectually cut off. 
When asked to see the permit for the work 
the foreman used abusive language, he says, 
and motioned to four mien, who started for 
him, though he was standing on his own 
property. The cable was placed in spite of his 
protests. 

“No corporation owns my  property,”’ 
Harmstrom concluded, “and they cannot 
use me as they see fit. Some day those tele- 
phones will be silent again, and passersby 
may have to shun dangling wires.”

The union.musicians of Chicago believe 
they have a solution of the troublesome ques- 
tion of a label for their organization. Their 
plan, they hope, will make it possible to 
distinguish at a glance a union from a non- 
union musician. The scheme is to have a 
“universal uniform,’’ to be worn by all mem- 
bers of the organization. A vote will be 
taken on the proposition at the annual elec- 
tion next Tuesday. 

For years the miusicians have sought In 
vain for some sort of a label or emblem that 
they could put on their product to differen- 


Some proposed that a little flourish should be 
given at the opening of an engagement by 
union men. This would serve notice on ‘ 
listeners that all was well. 


“Toot” Plan Called Undignified. 


Part of the musicians feared this would be 
undignified. Others declared there would be 
no way of preventing nonunion players from 
delivering themselves of the prescribed toot- 
toot-toot-ing, and thus the value of the label 
would be lost. And then the advocates of the 
plan could not agree on the distinguishing 
measure. 

Taking a hint from some smaller cities, the 
label champions now have rallied to the uni- 
form idea. President Thomas F. Kennedy, 
Secretary B. C. Dillon, and members of the 
federation discussed the.merits of the inno- 
vation yesterday. 

“No more gorgeous drum majors,’” sald 
one. ‘* The uniform will be simple and we 
will all be on @ par.’’ 

“ And no garments when you play a 

short engage 
said another. ‘* Why, the last time I was out 
I had to wear a coat with such short sleeves 
that they gave out half way between my 
elbows and my wrists.’’ 
» * Don’t forget,”’ put in a third, “ that if we 
adopt the plan we can tell our members as 
far as we can see them. When a nonunion 
band tries to march through the streets of 
the city; every union man who sees it will 
know what’ it is.” 

In opposition to the uniform, many musi- 
clans who have made a living out of renting 
clothes to others present arguments. They 
say the men will not all look wellin the same 
style and cut of apparel and that they will 
not pay sufficient attention to their appear- 
ance. 

Employers Accuse Machinists. 

Alleging violations of the railroad and 
warehouse act, the Employers’ association 
hed warrants issued for the arrest of ten 
leaders of the International Association of 
Machinists. The men are sald to have inter- 
fered with the business of the Goss Printing 
Press company, where the machinists went 
on strike in May. The shop was picketed 
and many workers have been “ slugged.”’ 

The defendants sought are: J. J. Kep- 
pler and Lee 8. Fisher, business agents; John 
Senne, treasurer; Charles F. Strubbe. finan- 
clal secretary; and Samuel Thompson, Ed- 
ward J. Doherty, Sam Mooy, John Braun, 
George Hanson, and Andrew Borgeson of the 
strike committee.

Mr. Platt said today: * Our employées have 
been reduced to a state of terror by the 
bushwhacking which has become a nightly 
occurrence. Stockade and property have 
been fired upon repeatedly, and there has 
been one murder, which I have no hesitancy 
in saying was the work of union miners on 
strike and in accordance with the plans of 
the organization which holds control over 
the strikers. 

“We have been repeatedly threatened with 
personal injury, and we were warned that our 
plant would be dynamited. I with one of our 
employés was fired upon by st?ikers last Fri- 
day night while returning from West aogye: 3 
fort, where he had taken Mr. Leiter to the 
train. On some nights hundreds of shots 
have been fired from the surroundings woods. 
The rapid fire guns have replied whenever the 
location of the attackers could be found. 
We appealed to the sheriff of this county 
for protection and two companies of militia 
came in response to his request for help. 

“There is every reason, from the stand- 
point of justice and Wig fox bringing the 
troops here.” 

M Accuses Leiter. 

Representatives of the strikers declare em- 
phatically that there is falsity in every claim 
made by Leiter’s supporters. William Mor- 
ris of Duquoin, who is head of the T'nited 
Mine Workers in southern I!imols and the 
executive in authority at Zeigler, seid: 

“JI deny absolutely that any union men 
have had the least thing to do with the firing 
said to have occurred in th@vicinity of Zeig- 
ler.

LORENZO M. JOHNSON DEAD. 


at St. Marys, Pa.— 
Funeral to Be Held at Win- 
netka on Friday. 


Lorenzo M. Johnson, president of the Pitts- 
burg. Shawmut and Porthern railroad and 
formerly general meflager of the Mexican 
International railroad, died suddenly at St. 
Marys, Pa., on Monday ¢vening. Mrs. John- 
gon is on the way to Winnetka with the body 
and the funeral will be held on Friday. 

Mr. Johnson had been identified with rail- 
road interests ever since his graduation from 
the Sheffield Scientific school in 1874. He had 
been successively general manager of the 
Keokuk and Des Moines road, vice president 
of the Cairo and St. Louls, and assistant to 
the president of the Pullman company. Then 
becoming general manager of the Mexican 
International, he took ‘up his residence at 
Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Mexico, but continued 
his summer residence at Las Olas in Winnet- 
ka, Il. Two months ago he accepted the pres- 
idency of the Pittsburg, Shawmut and North- 
ern and since that time he and his wife had 
been in St. Marys, Pa. 

Besides his railroad interests Mr. Johnsdn 
had large investments in coal mines and cat-

MADAME JANAUSCHEK IS DEAD. 


the Brunswick Home, Amity- 
ville, L. I. 


New York, Nov. 29.—Mme. Janauschek, the | 
actress, died today at the Brunswick home at 
Amityville, L. I., where for the last four 
months she had beena private patient. Prior 
to going to Amityville, Mme. Janauschek had 
been a guest of the Actors’ home on Staten 
island. 

She had been gradually sinking for months. 
Paralysis and a general debility were the im- 
mediate cause of death. She was 74 years 
old, having been born in Prague, Bohemia. in 
1880. In 1867 she came to the United States 
and played Medea and other réles in German 
and later made a success in tragic roles in 
English. She essayed such parts as Deborah, 
Bianca, Mary Stuart, Queen Elizabeth, Lady 
Macbeth, and Meg Merrilies. 

Mme. Janauschek had not played regularly 
for several years, although until seven or 
eight years ago she would return to the stage 
for brief seasons. In July, 1900, she had her 
first touch of paralysis. Later she went to 
the home of Mrs. Aston in Saratoga, N. Y. 

A benefit performance at Wallack’s theater, 
in which many prominent actors and ac- 
tresses took part, on April 12, 1901, netted 
about $5,000 for her.

Recommendations Made at the Conven- 
tion of National Women’s Christian

Philadelphia, Pa.,. Nov. 29.—The thirty-first 
annual convention of the National Women’s 
Christian Temperance union began here to- 
day in the Baptist temple.

Mrs. Stevens said in part: “ I recommend 
to send from this convention an appeal to 
President Roosevelt begging that the sale of 
liquor for beverage purposes be prohibited 
in the Panama district now under control of, 
the United States. That the states not hav- 
ing a prohibitory law endeavor to secure the 
enactment of a law prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating Uquor within a radius of three 
miles from all army posts. I also recommend 
the exclusion of Senator Smoot from the 
United States senate and an anti-poligamy 
amendment to the constitution of the United 
States.” 

Mrs. Susanna M. D. Fry. of Illinois, cor- 
responding secretary, reported that during 
the year 272 new unions were organized and 
9,415 members secured for the national or- 
ganization, In addition to 2,141 Loyal Tem- 
perance legion members.

CRUELTY TO TURKEY IS DENIED. 


Reported Abuse by President’s Children 
Is False—Offending Newspaper 
Barred from Departments. 


Ww n, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 
William Loeb Jr., secretary to President 
Roosevelt, tonight issued the following state- 


“ment, which explains itself: 


White House, Nov. 20, 1904.—The president's at- 
tention has just been called to a news item and 
an editerial in the Boston Herald of Nov. 28, which 
contain an absolute invention in the shape of an 
account of the supposed maltreatment by his chil- 
dren of the Thankegiving turkey which Mr. Vose 
kindly sent to the White house in accordance with 
his annual custom. 

The article states that the children released the 
turkey ané chased it all over the White house 
grounds, plucking at it and teasing it, and yelling 
and laughing until the bird was well nigh ex- 
hausted, while the president looked on and laughed. 
The editorial says: *‘ Why should the Roosevelt 
children be allowed to torment and frighten an in- 
nocent bird? They should have known better than 
to make a plaything of the terrified bird. The 
worst of it was, too, the president watched the pro- 

There ie not one word of truth In these staté- 
ments. As a matter of fect, the turkey was 
dressed when Mr. Vose sent it and was used for 
Thanksgiving dinner. There was a bronze live 
turkey sent by Messrs. J. Bach & Co. of Milwaukee. 
This turkey was never taken out of its box, but 
was shipped to Oyster Bay because of its beauty 
and is ving peaceably with the rest of the inhab- 
itants of the barnyard. 

No such incident as that recounted in the Herald 
has ever taken place since the president has been 
in the White house and nothing in the remotest 
degree resembling it hae ever taken place. The 
correspondent of the Boston Herald has deliberate- 
ly invented and the editor has commented upon 
incidents which are not only untrue but which 
have not the fllmsiest foundation in fact. 

This is not exceptional; it marks the culmination 
of a long series of similar falsehoods, usually ma- 
liclous and always deliberate, which have ap- 
peared in the news columns of the Boston Herald.

| Next in Value. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—The secretary 
of agriculture, James Wilson, has transmit- 
ted his eighth annual report to the president. 
Among the more important features of the 
year’s work are ex ve cobperation with 
agricultural stations; the taking of prelimi- 
nary steps to conduct feeding and breeding 
experiments; the war against the cotton boll 
weevil and against cattle mange; plans for 
education of engineers In read bullding; the 
production ef a hardy orange; research in 
successful shipping of fruit abroad; the value 
of nitrogen fixing bacteria; successful intro- 
duction ef plants suited to light rainfall 
areas; estab t of pure food standards; 
the extension of agricultural education in 
primary and secondary schools, and the ex- 
tension of instruction to island possessions 
to enable them to supply the country with 
$200,000,000 worth of domestic products now 
imported from abroad. 

Year’s Crops Are “Bumpers.” 

The corn crop of 1904, says the secretary, 
yields a farm value greater than ever before. 
The cotton crop, valued for lint and seed at 
$600,000,000, comes second, while hay and 
wheat contend for third place. Combined, 
these two crops will about equal in value 
the corn crop. Notwithstanding the wheat 
crop shows a lower production than any year 
since 1900, the farm value is the highest since 
1881. Potatoes and barley reached their 
highest production in 1904; save. in 1902 the 
oat crop was never so large by 60,000,000 
bushels. The present crop-of rice promises 
a yield of 900,000,000 poundse—300,000,000 
more than ever before. 


High Average in Exports. 

The year 1904,says the secretary, keeps well 
up to the average of exports of farm prod- 
ucts during the five years, 1890-1908, amount- 
ing to over §850,000,000, while the average 
for the five years was nearly $865,000,000. 

During the last fifteen years the balance 
of trade in favor of this country, all articles 
considered, exceeded $4,884,000,000, but tak- 
ing farm products alone, these showed a 
oe in our favor of more than $5,300,000, - 


Reviewing the increase in farm capital, 
the secretary estimates it conservatively at 
$2,000.000,000 within four years—this with. 
out recognizing the marked increase in the 
value °f land duing the last two years. 


Rice and Durum Wheat. 


Under the head of new industries developed 
the secretary enumerates, first, rice, of which 
under the encouragement 6f the department, 
there has been enormously increased produc- 
tion in Louisiana and Texas. Preliminary 
estimates give the area devoted to rice in 
1904 in these two states at 600,000 acres, and 
the crop will approximate 650,000,000 pounds. 
In reference to durum, or macaront wheat, 
the success attending its introduction con- 
tinues unabated. Probably no less than 
14,000,000 bushels of such wheat will be 
grown this year. 


Forestry and Water. 


The present situation as regards forestry 
in the United States the secretary regards as 
‘exceedingty’ hopeful. The lumber industry 


.seems to be awakening to the fact that lum- 


bering with reference to future as well as 
present profits may be good business. The 
geheral adoption of forestry as an established 
policy now depends primarily on business con- 
ditions. Extensive investigations of forest 
conditions are still urgently needed,

The attorney general now holds that the 
schemes are lotteries. 

“ It is, therefore, incumbent upon the post- 
office department to enforce the law under 
which the postmaster genera! is authorized, 
upon evidence satisfactory to him that any 
person or company is engaged in conducting 
a lottery or other scheme for the distribution 
of money by chance, to issue an order that all 
mall addressed to such person or company be 
returned, stamped ‘ fraudulent.’ "’ 


Guessers to Get Time. 

“As a number of legitimate enterprises 
have adopted these estimating or guessing 
contests as a means of advertising, and in 
view of the admission to the malis of matter 
pertaining to these contests within the last 
few years, the elimination of these schemes 
from the mails cannot be made immediately 
absolute. ‘ 

“If such a scheme already been en- 
tered upon in good faith, the department will 
not tissue an order that will seriously injure 
“a legitimate business. Each case will be 
handled separately, and no scheme which in- 
volves the plan ruled against by the attorney 
general will hereafter be allowed to com- 
mence operations.” 


PLANS FOR CHICAGO BUILDING. 


Department Directs the Publi- 
cation of Advertisements for Fur- 
niture Proposals. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Taylor 
has directed the publication of advertise- 
ments calling for proposals for furniture for 
the Chicago public building. It will cost 
$200,000 to equip the building with furniture 
and $50,000 for lighting fixtures. Congress 
has not yet appropriated funds for furnish- 
ing the building, and the secretary is antici- 
pating the action of congress in order to 
save time. A clause will be inserted in the 
advertisements providing that bids be ac- 
cepted upon condition that congress makes 
the appropriation.

IS DEMANDED BY BAKERS. 


Postmaster Coyne and Others Have Coun- 
til Committee Recommend That Short 
Weight Tags Be of Size of Rest. 


“The new bread label ordinance was 
ed yesterday by Postmaster F. BE. Coyne, 
, A. Heusner, and forty other bakers, who 
Went before the judiciary committee of the 
ety council and declared there is no bakers’ 
trust, that there is no profit in selling one 
pound loaves of bread for 5 cents, and that 
the ordinance equalizing the size of labels 
On all loaves is just. The aldermen recom- 
mended the ordinance for passage n, 
They had previously recalied it from the 
Souncil, to which they had recommended it. 
The old ordinance required a three inch 
label on any loaf weighing less than one 
pound. The new measure makes al) iabeis 
&t least three-fourths of a square inch in 
area.

Misses Wife; Kills Himself. 

At 2 o'clock Mrs. Herosik was having some 
goods checked, her husband standing a few 
feet away. Without a word he drew a re- 
volver and shot at her. The bullet went 
wild, and as the startled woman turned she 
saw Heresik point the revolver at his own 
head. 


With a cry the wife tried to knock the 
weapon aside. but she was too late. The sec- 
ond bullet entered Hercsik’s brain, killing 
him almost instantly. 

The shots and a cry of “ murder” drew a 
big crowd to the apot.

THE COUNTY INSANE ASYLUM. 

» Last week a coroner’s jury had to in- 
‘vestigate the death of an insane inmate of. 
theasylum at Dunning. The jnquiry brought 
out the fact that forty-four patients, any 
one of whom may suddenly fly into a frenzy, 
are locked up at night in a ward with one 
attendant. That is taking great risks, but 
the county which runs the asylum has not 
the money required for the improvement of 
‘conditions. 

This calls to mind the resolution adopted 
by the county commissioners a month ago 


that the state should take over the institu-, 


tion at Dunning and that the next general 
assembly be asked to enact the necessary 
legislation. That should be done as an act 
of justice to the county and of mercy to the 
insane it cares for. ? 

The state takes charge.of all felons. .It 
does not require any county to maiutain a 
penitentiary of its own to house any of: 

ose convicted within its limits. It is as 
much the duty of the state to look after the 
insane as after the crimingls. It. should, 
not force this county to maiftain an asylum 
because there-are ‘many lunatics here. 

The number is large, but the county is not 
responsible. There would not be so many 
if: immigration laws were more rigid or bet- 
ter enforced. Some of the inmates of Dun- 
ning are aliens who never should have been 
allowed to enter the country. -Local officials 
inthis anc her states ship some of their 
insane to Chicago in order to get rid of car- 
ing for them. It is often impossible to find 
iwhence they come and always difficult to 
send them where they belong. The sole bur- 
den, of their support should not rest on this 
county. 

The county is unable to take proper care of 
theinsane. Ithasnotthe money. For years 
the legislature has been adding to its ex- 
pepses, but has not increased its revenues. 
The patients at Dunning will not get the 
intelligent care and attention to which they 
are entitled until the state shall! take charge 


jofthem. The state not merely has an abun- 


dance of money, but it is caring for a much 
larger number of lunatics than the county, 
and its officials can dea) with them more 
intelligently. They have had much more 
experience. A patient may be cured if sent 
in time to a state asylum.- There is little 
hope of recovery at Dunning. 

The county pays now its full share of the 
cost of maintaining the inmates of the state 
insane asylums and the entire cost of the 
Dunning asylum. If the state will accept 
‘the plant and take charge of the inmates the’ 
county will have to pay its share—it will be 
about two-fifths—of the cost of running the 
institution. The county is asking for noth- 
ing which is unjust. It doesnot wish to pay 
less than its just proportion of the expenses 
of théstate. -

LEGISLATORS AND ALDERMEN. 

The legislators from Cook county ought 
to invite the aldermen of the city of Chicago 
to sit with them in caucus on the charter. 

The charter is a matter between the city 
and the state. As the state is concerned, so 
are the legislators. As the city is concerned, 
so are the aldermen. The aldermen and the/ 
legislators together should form the central! 
body by which the work of drafting charter 
bills should be accomplished. 

To this central body suggestions could be 
made by clubs, federations, societies, com- 
mittees, and individuals. “But the central 
body should exist. And if it excludes either 
the aldermen or the legislators it will be im- 
perfect. 

The aldermen can speak for the city. They 
‘have helped to operate the machinery of 
the present city government. For the legis- 
lators to keep them out of the charter con- 
ference would be absurd. 

The legislators are the link between the 
city and the state, and hence cannot be left 
out of any body which drafts the charter 
they will be expected to advocate, explain, 
and vote for at Springfield. “They represent 
the city in one place and the aldermen in 
another. .Let the city and the state, the 
aldermen*and the legislators come together 
in one conference, which will represent both 
the community which needs the charter and 
the body which can grant it. : 


NEEDED PHILIPPINE LEGISLATION. 

Secretary Taft renews in his forthcoming 
report the recommendation that-the duties 
on Philippine sugar and tobacco be reduced 
to 25 per cent of the Dipgley law rates. 
That reduction he asserts with truth ‘will 
not seriously injure the beet sugar and to- 
bacco interests of this country. The United 
States exports twice as much tobacco'as it 
imports. Why should the American pro- 
ducers fear the competition of the Philip- 
pines? The lowering of the duties will stim- 
ulate production in the islands, and add to 
the wealth of the people, who will feel taxa- 
tion less than they do now. 

The secretary of war also urges the pas- 
sage of the bill to increase the powers of 
the insular government, which got through 
the house at the last session and lodged in* 
the senate. Its enactment will enable the 
government to borrow money with which to 
bnild port and harbor works and roads and 
‘bridges and to guarantee an income of 5 
| per cent on capital invested in railroads. 
’ Better facilities for internal communication 
are imperatively needed for the development 
of the islands. _With them fertile lands, 

uncultivated now, will be tilled. 

The secretary suggests also that the in- 
sular government, which, “ within a little 
more than two years,” will consist of “a 
popular representative assembly of Chris- 
tian Filipinos,” as well as the commission, 
be given a free hand in voting duties on 
imports into the islands, subject to the power 
of congress to correct any objectionable leg- 
islation that may be enacted. It is indeed 
“obviously impossible for congress to con- 
| sider the details of a tariff bill for the dis- 
tant Philippine islands.” Certainly men on 
the ground, familiar with local conditions, 
are better able to attend to such matters: 
than the smartest men at Washington, who 
have no local knowledge.

Lady Constance, it may be re- 
membered, married suddenly and unex- 
pectedly last winter Sir Edward Stewart 
Richardson, and within the last few weeks 
bas given birth to a son, who Is the heir 
to his father’s baronetcy, one of the oldest 
in the united kingdom, dating from 1630. 

A week after his appearance upon the 
scene, the countess of Cromartie, who is a 
peeress in her own right, likewise became 
the mother of a little boy,, who thus becomes 
heir to her four peerages and to her estates, 
and who bears, in accordance with Britis) 
custom and usage, one of her minor honors— 
namely: the viscounty of Tarbat. 

Lady Cromartie’s husband is Maj. Edwar’ 
Blunt, a retired officer of the.royal artil- 
lery, and he will be compelled, when his 
son grows up. to yield him precedence, not 
only on official occasions but also in s0- 
clety; while, when Lady Cromartie dies, and 
the son succeeds to her earldom and other 
peerages, the difference of rank between fa- 
ther and son will be even still more marked, 


since the son will be a member of the house 


of lords and his father an untitled com- 

moner. | 

Lady Cromartie is a pretty little woman, 2 

perfect antithesis to her stalwart sister, 

Lady Constance being small, with dark hair 

and eyes, a delicate complexion, and quiet 


and dignified manners, preferring literature 


to misculine sports, and having already 
achieved some distinction asanauthor. Her 
estates in Scotland are extensive, and she 
owns cvery square foot of land of the county 
of Cromarty. 

Both she and her sister may be said to have 
a strain of royal blood in their veins, for 
they are descended in the female line from the 
union of the second royal duke of Gloucester 
and Lady Almeira Carpenter of the Irish 
house of Tyrconnell, the only daughter, be- 
coming the wife of the third Lord Macdonald 
of the isles. theirs being one of the last mar- 
riages to take place at Gretna Green. 

The earldom of Cromartie. which isa new 
creation of the last reign, and not as so many 
people seem to believe, a revival of the old 
Scotch earldom of Cromarty. which was 
forfeited to the crown when the Jacobite Ear] 
George took up arms In behalf of the young 
pretender, “ Prince Charlie,” was granted 
by the late queen to her close friend and con- 
fidante, the late duchess of Sutherland, as 
an English and not a Scotch honor, the crown 
being debarred from creating any Scotch 
peerages, In the patent it was stipulated that 
on the death of. the duchess, who had in- 
herited all the estates of the last Scotch 
earl of Cromarty, the honors should go with 
the property to her second son. 

The latter on his mother's death became sec- 


ond English earl of Cromartie of the Vic- 


torian creation, and died about eleven years 
ago, leaving two daughters, Sibell and Con- 
stance. years later the earldom of 
Cromartie, which had remained dormant 
since the earl's death in 1803, was called out 
of abeyance by Queen Victoria, in favor of 


his eldest daughter, the present countess of | 


Cromartie. 

Dr. Chrysander, who was for so many years 
the medical attendant and private secretary 
of the great Prince Bismarck, after the lat- 
tér’s retirement from office, has now re- 
covered from the “ nervous malady,’ which 
rendered it necessary for him to retire for a 
time to a sanitarium, near Hamburg. If the 
friends of the doctor are to be believed, the 
malady was largely due to Prince Herbert 
Bismarck, who raised the most vigorous ob- 
jection to the publication last spring of.the 
first installment of his “ reminiscences ”’ of 
the great chancelor. 

These ‘‘ reminiscences "’ were of great in- 
terest, and inasmuch as the doctor was 
bound by contract with his publishers to pro- 
ceed with the publication he found it impos- 
sible to comply with Prince Herbert's de- 
mand, save by declaring himself to be il, 
and retiring into the seclusion of a sanita- 
rium. Prince Herbert’s death has been fol- 
lowed by Dr. Chrysander’s sudden restora- 
tion to health, and by. the announcement 
that he is immediately to resume the publica- 
tion of his reminiscences of Prince Bismgrck. 

Lord Brampton’s reminiscences, which 
have just been published, are full of good 
stories. There is one, however, which I 
miss, and which yet deserves to be placed on 
record. Possibly he omitted it, fearing to 
offend Sir Arthur Channell, one of. the 
justices of the king’s bench division, for 
the story is at the expense of Sir Arthur's 
father, a judge like himself, and a baron of 
the court of exchequer. One day the late 
Baron Channel! was trying a marine collision 
case in the admiralty court. He wasa clever 
judge, but a sad cockney, dropping his as- 
pirates at evéry opportunity, and often plac- 
ing them where they did not belong. The 
name of the ship, which had been run down 
off Dover, was the Hannah. The judge per- 
sisted in calling it the Anna. 


Finally, John (afterwards judge) Huddle- . 


stone,.who was the counsel for the defense, 
gravely asked his intimate friend and fellow 


wit, Lord Brampton (at that time Henry 


Hawkins, Q. C.). who appeared for the 
plaintiff, whether his “learned brother ”’ 
would be good enough to inform him what 
was the real name of the vessel that had been 
run down, since part of the time It was being 
called the Hannah and the remainder of the 
time the Anna.

ADAME DE STAEL Is interesting as 
the pioneer of the school of brilliant 
women writers which flourished in 
the latter part of the eighteenth and 

the first half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and included Hannah Moore, Jane 
Austen, Mme. Dacier, Charlotte Bronte, 
Georges Sand, and George Eliot. She is inter- 
esting as being the most gifted of women con- 
versationalists. She is most interesting of 
all, perhaps, because of the ten years’ duel 
which she carried on with Napoleon when at 
the summit of his power. Her character was 
marred by vices characteristic of the age. 
But despite the mawkish sentimentality, 
dubious virtue, and habit of grandiose pos- 
ing which blemished her, she was a woman 
= oo heart and virile, striking person- 

y. 


M. Necker, her father, was the rich and 
popular finance minister of Louis XVI. Her 
mother, the beautiful Susanne Curchod, had 
been loved at Lausanne in girlhood by Gib- 
bon, the historian of the Roman empire. A 
sentimental and precocicus child, she steeped 
herself in romantic novels. Under her 
mother’s austere care she also read heavier 
works, tncluding those of Rousseau, of 
whose political and social gospel she be- 
came a devotee. She was one of the richest 
heiresses In France and a great marriage 
was wished for her. Among her sultors was 
William Pitt the younger. Her parents’ 
choice fell, when she was 20 years old, on a 
Swede, Baron de Stael-Holstein, whom, in 
consideration of the marriage, King Gustavus 
III. of Sweden promised to keep as his am- 
bassador at Paris for twelve years: Stael 
Was seventeen years older than his wife, 
cold, dull, a gambler, and deep in debt. His 
bride, although of homely countenance, had 
fine black eyes, a good figure, grace, ease, a 
brilliant mind, and a nature which craved 
to be loved. The match was unhappy. In 
1799 the pair formally separated. 
> 


Her marriage, however, gave Mme. de 
Stael what she craved only less than love. 
As ambassadress her social position »was 
secure. Her salon became the resort of all 
the philosophers and wits in Paris, when 
Paris had more wits and philosophers than 
any city ever had before or has had since. 
Her rich, fertile mind and marvelous con- 
versational talents made her the intellectual 
queen of the capital. Her success excited 
envy. Her talk was cxtremely animated, 
and her enemies said with Senac de Meil- 
han: “ Her manners are so vehement, one is 
stunned; her conversation seems an assault.”’ 
The most scandalous stories were told of her. 
But despite criticism and calumny the revo- 
lution found her one of the m prominent 
and influential persons in France. 

The circle of Mme. de Stae! did not under- 
stand the revolution in its early stage. They 
thought it a philosophers’ movement to re- 
form the government, and hailed it with 
delight. én they found it a _ people’s 
movement to overthrow the established or- 
der they first opposed it and then fied. Mme. 
de Stael went to her father’s estate at Coppet 
and thence to England, where she was soon 
again surrounded by Narbonne, Talleyrand, 
Montmorency, Lally, and the other members 
of her “court."’ In 1798 she published her 
“ Reflections on the Trial of the Queer,” 
with the vain hope of saving Marie Antoi- 
nette from the ax. The next year she metat 
Coppet Benjamin Constant, a Nbertine, gam- 
bler, and duelist, with much natural talent 
and @ taste for literature and politics. A 
connection was formed between them which 
lasted many years and caused Mme. de Stael 
a* great deal both of happiness and misery. 
In 1795 she rejoined her husband in Paris. 
But she talked and wrote so much, about a 
government modeled on England's that the 
directory ordered her away. 


She was allowed to return to Parisin April, 
1797. Among the guests at her dinners now 
were Lucien and Joseph Bonaparte. ‘Their 
brother, the young conqueror of Italy, was 
about to return, and, homely as she was, 
Mme. de Stael dreamed of fascinating him 
as Cleopatra had fascinated Julius Czesar. 
The first time she came under the gaze of the 
steely eyed Corsican her foolish hopes died. 
One look from him completely dried the 
voluble river of her eloquence—a river that 
never was dried before. Instinctively they 
began to hate each other. She sarcastically

called Napoleon “the bourgeois gentleman 
on the throne,’ spoke of his mannersas “4 
combination of the bad grace of a parvens 
and the audacity of a tyrant,” and said he 
genius was “only charlatanism.” “Gis 
talks back in a way I don’t like,” sai@ Na 
poleon. She became suspected of plotting 
with disaffected Frenchmen, such as Moreas 
and Bernadotte; and at last, In May, 16% 
she was ordered to keep at least forty leagtes 
from Paris. 

M. Stael had died the year before. He 
widow was now free to marry Constant. But 
she had no mind to make of her slavea mas 
ter, and in December she went with her chil 
dren to Germany. The death of her father 
recalled her to Coppet and caused her the 
deepest grief of her life. After a tour of 
Italy and a secorid trip through Germany 
she settled for a time at Coppet, where ais 
surrounded herself with a bizarre collection 
of geniuses, French, German, and Russian, 
whose chief business was to talk. They te 
gan to talk at 11 o'clock in the morning and 
kept it up almost throughout the day and 
far into the night. They also had private 
theatricals, in which Mme. de Stael appeared 
as a high tragedy actress. 
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In 1807 Mme. de Stael was ordered away 
from the neighborhood of Paris, whithershes 

ad gone to arrange for publishing her book, ~| 
“ Corinne,” and three years later, after she 
tried to publish her work on Germany, her - 
friends were ordered to stay away from ber 
and she was practically made a. prisoner 
at Coppet. She escaped across the Swissand 
Tyrolese mountains to Vienna. She went 
from Vienna to St. Petersburg, from St. Pe 
tersburg to Stockholm, and finally, in June, 
1813, she reached London. She had been mar- 
ried three years before, when she was 4 
years old, to Albert de Rocca, an army offiger 
twenty-one years her junior, but had.con- 
cealed the fact. Rocca accompanied heron 
her travels. Her progress through the north- 
ern capitals was a continuous triumph; and 
she no sooner settled in England than she 
became an object of the most enthusiastic 
admiration to that country's statesmen and 
literary men. But she pined for Paris, and 
when Napoleon abdicated she immediately 
returned to it. Napoleon's arrival from Elbe 
again drove her forth. She returned once 
mofe after his Oyerthrow, but herliferapidiy ~ 
ebbed away. She was stricken withapoplexy ~ 
in February, 1817, afid died three months 
later. 

Mme. de Stael’s best works were “ Corinne ” 
and “ De l’Allemagne.” She was regarded 
by many of the most discriminating among 
her contemporaries as one of the greatest 
literary geniuses of any age; and the verdict 
of her contemporaries has in the main been 
upheld by several able critics of later times, 
However, she is not much read now, even 
France. 8. D.

“One attractive feature is found in the 
fact that they are served direct from oven 
to table. I think food tastes so much bet- 
ter served directly from the dish. 

“There are many individual forms of cas- 
serolesg. 

“In France, of course, the casserole was 
used by the peasant. It was the custom 
there to imbed them in the ashes at night 
and the food would cook all night and be 
ready for morning. And this devotion o* 
the poasants to the casserole leads some 
people to think it a common piece of ware 
and inartistic, but to my mind it is so homely 
as to be pretty like some people one meets. 
they are homely until one learns to know 
them. Then their character makés them 
appear beautiful, and any one who tastes 
of the delicious foods cooked in the cas- 
serole will find it has an attraction strictly 
distinctive. 

“ When the casseroles are brought to the 
table a napkth may be pinned tightly. 
around each. In this way it is made to 
look attractive as well as to keep hot. 

“If one wishes to follow a color scheme 
form of decoration the caterers furnish pa- 
per covers for them that are marvelously 
attractive. 

“I have a new one that is pretty. It is 
broad at the bottom and narrows up at 
the top. There is something about that 
peculiar kind that is better than the other 
styles. I think it is the steam that goes 
back and keeps the food moist. 

“The housekeeper who has originality 
can design and have turned all kinds of 
casseroles. 

“I design many that we use here. I have 
them made to fit the needs of the food I wish 
to serve. 

“My fondness for originality may be i!- 
lustrated by this little incident. Severai 
years ago I Was passing through the store 
one day when I noticed some little jarde- 
niers selling at a low price. They met my 
fancy as being just the thing for bean pots 
I have been using them for beans ever since. 
Later every one was inquiring for the new 
bean pots, and that was the capacity in 
which they best served. The only troubls 
was that the one who designed the jarde- 
nier has stolen my ideal conception of 4 
bean pot. 

“The use of the casserole is both prac- 
tical and esthetic, and sure to be popular. 


“Tn our grillroom we serve potatoes cas- 
seroléd that are perfectly delicious, which. 
by the way, are prepared by .taking, for in- 
stance, twelve medium sized potatoes, 
cooked. with the peel on. This jis quite .es- 
sential, as it keeps them firm. Then. they 
are put on a board and chopped with a 
French knife. .Then.seasoned thorough- 
ly with salt and pepper, one sweet Spanish 
pepper diced; ‘with just a suspicion of onion 
rubbed on the casserole. One tabléspoonful 
of flour sifted through the potatoes, with 
just a sprinkle. of paprica. . : 

“Fill your casserole with cream to the 
top. Add a generous piece of butter. Place 
the cover and put in oven ahd cook until 
a rich sauce is formed.. Just before serving 
remove cover and brown delicately. Some 
cheese may be sprinkled over the top if 
desired."’ 


SOME SPECIAL PREPARATIONS. 

Casserole of Rice, with Chickerhor Young 
Guinea Fowl, & la Palestine (casserole de riz,’ 
garnie de poulet ou pintade a la Palestipe).— 
Pick and wash in several! waters one pound 

_of rice, more or less, according to thé ‘size 
of thé casserole that is to be made. Place it 

in 4 s#uéepan, moisten with double its quan- 
tity of water, and cover entirély with slices 
of fat pork; salt over and allow it to cook; 
then drain and pound, moistening with a little 
water. Put this into a saucépan on the fire 
and let get dry, then turn it over on to a4 Dak- 
ing sheet or a marble slab, and, taking in 
the hands a little less than half, mold it to 
the shape of a mushroom head, proceédihg 
exactly the same with the other half, keéep- 
ing back a piece to roll into a round form; 
then flatten it down to half its thickness. 
Dress the crustade, laying the flat side of 
one of the small mushroom pieces on a sheet 
of paper; then fasten the flattened ball in 
the center and place the other large mush- 
room on top of this, only having it reversed, 
the widest part uppermost. Carve the crus- 
tade all around and cover it with clarified 
butter; then brown ina brisk oven and empty 
out the inside; fill it with fillets or breasts of 
chicken, sauted in clarified butter and smal! 
artichoke bottoms cut in flour, also some 
brufftes; when these ingredients are well 
done, dress them inside the crustade; draw 
the fat from the sautoir, moisten with a 
little maderia to detach the glase, then add 
some half glase sauce, reduce, and pour it 
over the chickens; garnish around the top 
with hatelets of chicken villeroi. 

A potato casserole can be prepared the 
Same as the one of rice, having a dry mashed 
potato preparation moistened with raw egg 
yolks, then molded; baste butter over and 
brown in the oven. Empty it out and fill up 
with chicken livers sauted in. 


~ 


Casserole of Chicken.—Clean and joint a 
tender spring chicken. Put into a frying pan 
three tablespoonfuls of buiter, and fry in this 
a small onion and a carrot, both cut into tiny 
dice. When these vegetables are lightly 
browned, turn into the casserole, add to them 
two cupfuls of clear soup stock, in which 
three bay leaves and a little thyme have 
been boiled and then removed. In this con- 
sommeé iay the jointed chicken, put the clodely 
fitting cover on the casserole, and set it n'a 
Steady oven. It should cook for an hour. 
At the end of this time stir into the chicken 
a dessert spoonful of tomato catsup. Recover 
and cook for half an hour longer. Then add 
two dozen smal! French mushrooms, which 
have been previously stewed for ten minutes; 
lastly, aglassofsherry. Season the whole to 
taste with pepper and salt, and leave un- 
covered in the oven long enough for the chi¢k- 
en to brown. French mushrooms are, of 
png better than canned when you can get 

em. 


Casserole of Lamb Chops.—Trim the chops 
neathy, removing every bit of fat and skin. 
In the bottom of the casserole put a layer of 
pared and shredded tomatoes; sprinkle with 
salt, pepper, a little sugar, and a teaspoonful 
of onion juice. Lay three or four chops upon 
the tomatoes; season them with salt and 
pepper; arrange about them small pellets of 
parboiled potato cut with a gouge, after the 
manner of Parisian potatoes; also a dozen or 
so champegnons (canned mushrooms). Now 
more tomato, seasoned as before, then more 
chops, potatoes, and mushrooms, until all 
are used up in this order. The upper layer 
should be tomatoes. Pour ina generous cup- 
ful of stock—buillon, consommé, mutton 
broth, or whatever you have; cover and cook 
steadily for two hours if the casserole be 
large. 

When the meat is tender to the trial fork, 
pour off the gravy carefully into a saucepan, 
thicken with browned flour; add the juice of 
half a lemon, a teaspoonful of kitchen bou- 
quet, and a glass of brown sherry. Pour back 
over the contents of the casserole, set in the 
oven for three minutes, covered and serve in 
the dish. 

By following these directions a delicious 
dish can be made from unpromising chops.

REASONABLE PROPOSITIONS. 


Will Meet National More than Half 
Way in Any Rational Move to Es- 
tablish Contests Between Rival Or- 
ganizations—Ban Johnson Dislikes 
Plan Which Does Not Provide for 
World’s Series—Little Work to Be 
Done at Annual Meetings. 


The American league will meet the Nation- 
al more than half way next month in any 
rational move to establish a sysiem of post- 
season games between the rival leagues, ac- 
cording to statements made by President 
Johnson yesterday. 

“ We have been ready to shape up that mat- 
ter with the National league at any time since 
the peace compact was signed,” said he, * for 
we have always believed that post-season 
games would do much to popularize the sport 
with the public. I look for some iegislation 
this winter which will provide for such con- 
tests and make chem a part of the regular 
schedule, but cannot Say what form that 
legislation will take.” 

President Johnson does not approve whol- 
ly of either of by Messrs. 
Taylor of Boston and rmann of Cincinnati, 
He is mot inclined to favor any plan which 
will not provide for a definite and decisive 
series between the nmnant winners of the 
two leagues and at We same time for series 
between the other natural rivals, such as the 
two c.ubs in one city, where such exist. 

The Boston magnate’s plan has the advan- 
tage of providing for a world's series, but 
would be likely to prevent series between 
clubs in the same city, because it provides 
for games between the clubs finishing in the 
#ame posi.ions in the standings of the two 
leagues. President Johnson believes a series 
between the two St. Louis clubs would better 
suit the public than a series between ihe Kos- 
ton Nationals and 8. ‘Louis Americans, tor 
instance, or between the Si. Louis Nationals 
and Chicago Americans. 

The Cincinnati magnate’s plan to shorten 
the schedules to 116 games and play a general 
series be.ween the two leagues, so that every 
club would visit every other city, would com- 
pel shoriening the championship. too much, 
as it. would be necessary to play only ilz 
games to allow for the plan. 
Schedules must be made for 112, 2, {4y, or 
154 games, and soon. Besides, it poodles not 
make prominent the real thing in which the 
fans are interested—a series between rival 
pennant winners. 

President Johnson thought the coming 
league meetings would be uneventful, as he 
knew of little of importance to come up at 
those meetings. ‘It is the first year’since l 
broke into baseball,” said he “ that 1 have not 
had some problem to worry over, and | feel 
lost this winter in consequence.” 

The American league leader was booked 
for a trip to South Dakota to join President 
Comiskey and Manager Cantillen, but a tele- 
gram from Comiskey headed him off. It read, 
“Nothing doing; they have gone south.” 
The “they” referred to the canvasbacks

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Companies to Consider Uniform Rules 
to Protect Property from Acety- 
line Gas Machines. 


New York, Nov. 29.—[{Special.J—The ab- 
sence of uniformity in the rules and practice 
of a part of the companies in permitting the 
use of acetylene gas machines is now being 
considered by the various companies. The 
national board, through its committee, clear- 
ly sets out its rules for stationary machines 
to be located outside of and at a distance 
from property insured, and iu a building spe- 
cially arranged, and while the rule is recog- 
nized and enforced in a small section of the 
country, neevrtheless, it is_ permitted by 


many state and other associations to allow 


the installation of these machines in the 
basement and other parts of the risk itself, 
and this for increased hazard. 


There is some Giseatistaction among West Vir- 
ginia lumber writing agents because of the failure 
of the West Virginia association under the present 
rules to give credit under the schedule for hard- 
wood lumber and also for watchmen with clocks, 
casks, and pails.

The regular quarterly meeting of the liability 
conference which was scheduled to be held yester- 
day and was. expected to decide the fate of that 
bureau on the question of open war lability rates 
or a continuation of existing conditions has been 
deferred for a week or ten days. 


The new manual of liability rates which goes 
into effect on Thursday makes a great number of 
changes in all classifications, and while in a few 
instances the basis of the rate has been lowered 
the general trend is toward higher figures, as a 
compilation of experiences showed unfavorable 
loss ratios in many classes. While the new rates 
nominally will be established the firet of the 
month, the figures undoubtedly will be shaded 
considerably to meet competition from outside 
companies. These special rates allow members 
to protect their business by cutting down the price 
to figures at which their experience shows the 
ciags can be carried. The manual is being used as 
a guide, but rates openly are cut all round. Out- 
side companies equally are anxious the bureau 
shall be maintained, for without it they derive no 
advantage in acting independently.

Transcontinental Reads Cancel Tarifis 
in Effect in Connection with South- 
eastern Lines—Trouble Over Holiday 
Fares for Stadents—Serious Conges- 
tion of Freight in Pittsburg District 
Due to Lack of Cars—Michigan Com- 
Pany Reorganized. 


The transcontinental roads have notified 
shippers in California that, beginning with 
Dec. 15, they will cancel all rates now in 
effect in connection with southeastern roads 
for traffic to, from, or pasing through Pacific 
coast terminals on one ‘hand and to, from, or 
— through points east of the Missis- 

ppl. 


Exceptions to this ruling are the Illinois 
Central, Mobile and Ohio, and Kansas 
City, Memphis and Birmingham rail- 
roads. The states in the east affected by 
this action are Kentucky, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, and Mississippi. 

The transcontinental lines claim to have 
been forced to take this action by the refusal 
of the southeastern lines to agree to a‘reason- 
able division of the through rates. During 
the last two years three meetings have been 
called in the hope that the difficulties might 
be overcome. The last meeting was held in 
Chicago Sept. 28, but an agreement could not 
be reached, and in consequence prorating 
arrangements will be canceled. 

The action will prove a hard blow to Cali- 
fornia shippers. The fruit growers will be 
practically excluded from the sale of their 
fruit in six of the eastern states. 


Trouble Over Students’ Rates. 


Eastern and western roads have become 
entangled in a row over reduced rates for 
college students. A short time ago the west- 
ern lines agreed to grant holiday rates of a 
fare and one-third for the round trip in the 
territory between Chicago and the Missouri 
river and of one fare plus 50 cents for the 
round trip to points in’ the territory west of 
the Missouri river. To lessen the trouble of 
students at the eastern universities in secur- 
ing the reduced rates upon arrival at western 
gateways the western roads at the request 
of the colleges sent blank certificates to east- 
ern educational institutions to be filled out 


by the officials: of these institutions. The 


eastern trunk lines took exception to that 
action, and passed resolutions declaring it 
to be an unwarranted invasion of their terri- 
tory. The western roads claim that the main 
grievance of the eastern roads at their action 
is that it shows up their illiberality in refus- 
ing reduced rates to students for the holidays 
in trunk line territory. 
Freight Congestion at Pittsburg. 

Rallroads east and west are beginning to 
suffer severely from shortage of freight cars. 
Notwithstanding that all the big lines have 
added largely to their freight equipment and 
motive power during the last two years, some 
of them have not nearly enough rolling stock 
to handle promptly all the freight that is 
seeking transportation. Congestion of 
freight cars in the Pittsburg district has be- 
come so serious as to interfere with the 
movement of regular trains,

Old timers in the corn trade Keep talking 
about the remarkable season this has been 
for maturing a crop, the best in the recol- 
lection of the dean of them all. The grading 
of the corn arriving now is so good that some 
shippers who sold No. 4 corn some time ago 
for November shipment, fearing it would not 
be possible to deliver No. 3 corn, are finding 
difficulty in filling these sales, except. with 
a better quality of corn. Much of the No. 4 
corn is so dry already that the necessary 

in putting it through an elevator is 
enough to make it grade No. 8 without any 
artificial drying. New corn is being shipped 
freely by lake to the east, and several big 
cargoes have been cleared where usually at 
this time of the. year shippers would not dare 
send out whole cargoes of new corn and would 
be afraid of mixing much of it with old Corn. 
Most of the arrivals of new corn at Gaives- 
ton grade No. 2in that market. It is already 
evident the distinguishing feature of the 1904 
corn crop is to be its superior quality. Where 
the corn grades low it is because of moisture, 
not because of any defect in the kerneéis, 
which are unusually sound. Reports from 
the country indicate farmers have been tak- 
ing advantage of the fine weather to bustie 
their corn under cover and that husking and 
shelling are practically finished a month 
earlier than last year.

HOPE FOR BETTER RINGS 


NEW CAPITAL TO INVEST IN CHI. 


Home People to Take an Active Part in 
Seeking to Clear Up Traction Situa- 
tion—J. FP. Morgan, Marshall Fiecid, 
John J. Mitchell, P. A. Valentine aa 
Factors—City Rallway May Buy 
Union Traction—Canada Car Com- 
pany Boom in fron, 


With the purchase by eastern and Chicago ) 


capital of the Illinois Tunnel company, and 
with the turn in the local traffic situation, 
which may put the City railway in control 
of the Union company, it begins to appear 
that influential people who have not hitherto 
taken an aggressive interest in local utility 
corporations will become active and substan- 
tial investors in these enterprises. 

Since the tunnels and the street railroads 
form such important public works and public 
service corporations, it is thought in Le Salle 
street that the present may be the beginning 
of the end of the situation about which there 
has been so much talk, generally adverse in 
the last ten years. 

According to reports there may be an en- 
tirely new deal in the traction situation, by 
which the owners of the City railway will 
purchase the Union Traction, just reversing 
the plans which have hitherto obtained. in 
such an event J. P. Morgan & Co. will become 
directly interested in City railway stock, and 
also according to further statements Mar- 
shall Field, John J. Mitchell, and P. A. Valen- 
tine will take an active and positive interest 
in clearing up the traction situation. P. A. 
Valentine appears both as an individual and 
a representative of the Armour interésis. 
These latier have not heretofore sought to 
become factors in any of the local street rail- 
roads, although large stockholders in one 
system. 

But first the Chicago subway appealed to 
eastern connections of the Armours. These 
people are among the sirongest. Eventually 
the thought that it was the duty of all Chi- 
cago citizens to lend their influence as such 
in changing a condition which they regarded 
aS against the general welfare led to the at- 
titude now taken by the persons mentioned. 
If they should buy the City railway and the 
City railway in turn buy out the Union Trac- 
tion company, then it is thought with the uni- 
fied interest the people in genera! represented 
by the city council and the stockholders of 
the street railway system could get togecher. 

The idea which investing interests have 
toward a situation such as that which now 
obtaine indicates that if traction matters 
were out of the way local people would not 
only invite but urge investments in Chicago 
institutions by outside interests. As it is peo- 
ple of means who ordinarily might be expect- 
ed to talk up the advantages of the city are 
from their viewpoint bewailing conditions. 

But along the lines now working it would 
appear that the speculative element in Union 
Traction, which sought to make a profit 
originally by the flotation of securities, will 
be eliminated. The new people and the Chi- 
cago people will become permanently inter- 
ested, and pul money into things to slay. 
The investment wil) be of a subsiantial rather 
thari what has alleged to have been of a buc- 
caneering kind. 

Canada Car Company. 

Dispatches from Montreal announce that 
the stock of the Canada Car company, organ- 
ized by interests prominent in the Pressed 
Steel Car company, has been greatly over- 
subscribed. The total issue will be divided 
into three groups, one representing W. P. 
Coleman and New York associates, the sec- 
ond representing F. W. Morse of Montreal 
and Grand Trunk interes@, and the third rep- 
resenting Senator Cox and Toronto capital- 
ists.

Once 
started, prices of pig iron moved up rapidly, 
and timid buyers who were afraid to take 
hold and make purchases when the mar- 
ket was at the bottom afterwa.ds came in 
and bought heavily at prices fully a dollar 
a ton higher than they could have bought 
at a short time before. 

“ Probably the greatest activity has been 
shown in Bessemer pig iron, as 75 per cent 
of the total output of the blast furnaces in 
the Pittsburg, Mahoning, and Shenango vai- 
Jey districts is made up of this kind of iron. 
When the upward movement started Besse- 
mer iron sold at $11.00, or less, at the maker's 
furnace, and in two months’ time prices 
have gone up to $15.00 a ton, at which sales 
nae been made for shipment in this year. 
Some of the largest producers of pig iron, 
notably the Jones & Laughlin Steel com- 
pany, Republic Iron and Steel company, and 
Lackawanna Steel company, have bought 
Bessemer iron, paying as high as $14.50 a 
ton at the furnace. 

* While these concerns are all heavy pro- 
ducers of pig iron, yet when demand for 
their finished products is heavy they are 
unable to turn out enough iron to meet 
their own requirements and are compelied 
to buy from outside furnaces. The heavy 
purchases of these concerns have been main- 
ly responsible for the high prices now rul- 
ing on Bessemer iron, and there are no signs 
of any decline."’

OPPOSES EIGHT HOUR DAY 
Union Label, Limitation of Ap- 
prentices, and Other Topics 
Are Discussed. 


New York. Nov. 20.—[Special.}—The open 
®r closed shop, the union label, the restric- 
tion of output, and the limitation of appren- 
tices were among the topics of discussion to- 

y at the second annual convention of the 
tizens’ Industrial association. 

President David M. Parry said that 1,000 
factories have opened their doors within the 
last year to workmen without regard to their 
membership in unions, and that it was time 
for manufacturers and others employers of 

to stand for the “ open shop."’ 


Opposes Eight Hour Day. 
__¥Francis C. Nunnemacher of the United 
Yypothetsee declared against the eight hour 
Gay, saying: 

“By inaugurating a strike for an eight 
hour day on Jan 1, 1006, the typographical 
union would paralyze the entire printing in- 
Gustry from one end of the country to the 
other, for they are now engaged in organiz- 
ing all the smaller cities as rapidly as it 
can be done, so there will be no nonunion

CONTROLLER BLAUVELT OF ERIE 
TESTIFIES AS TO CHARGES, 


Chief Witness of Day in Final Hearing 
of of W. BR. Hearst Before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion — Compares Rates on Lumber, 
Iron, and Stone trith se Charged 
on Anthracite—Refate Idea of “Ar- 
ranged Percentages.” 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—F ina! heating 
In the complaint. of William R. Hearst 
against the coal carrying roads was begun 
today by the interstate commerce commiis- 
sion. It will be continued tomorrow. The. 
principal witness was P. Blauvelt, controller 
of the Erie railroad, who denied the charges 
in the Hearst complaint. 

Mr. Blauvelt, taking up the question of 
the rates on brick, stone; lumber, and pig 
iron as compared with the rates on coa! and 
the routes traveled, declared that many of the 
rates and routes alleged by the complainant 
did not exist, In some cases it was shown 
that the rate charged was considerably less 
than that given by complainant, and that cer- 
tain routes spoken of had been long since 
abandoned. 

Witness furnished statistics showing the ex- 
pense attached t- the handling of empty cars, 
@ factor not usually taken into account in 
making estimates of the cost of operating a 
coal carrying road, 

Last Year Most Profitable. 

On cross examination by Attorney C. J. 

Shearn, nting .Mr. Hearst, Mr. Biau- 


represe 
velt admitted that last year’s. coal business | 


on. the Erie was the most profitable of any 
year. Asked to explain “ the inconsistency 
of this statement’ since the figures showed 
a falling off in gross earnings, while there 
had been an increase in the cost of operation, 
Mr. Blauvelt said it was due to the volume of 
business. The witness then corrected his 
former testimony by saying that the present 
year was not the most profitable, but that it 
was less profitable than 1908, and he ascribed 
as a reason the fact that his company did not 
sell as much coal and that the coal which was 
sold cost more to produce. 

Mr. Blauvelt said he could not say that 
the selling price of coal had been increased 
more than the cost. It was a fact, however, 
that the decision of the anthracite coal strike 
commission had caused an increase of 5W 
cents a ton in the cost of anthracite. 
This rease, however, he explained, applied 
only to certain moni.is in the year and was 
chargeable directly to labor. 


Percentages of Shipments. 

Another witness was W. W. Rule of Phila- 
delphia, chief of the bureau of anthracite 
statistics. He presented figures showing 
the yearly ‘percentages of shipments of | 
anthracite on the coal carrying roads. This 
was intended to rebut the charge of Mr. 


Hearst that the “ president's pércentages " | 


were “‘arranged.’" President Baer had given 
testimony that in 1806 the roads arrived at 
the percentage carried by each for that year. 


PEORIA GAS ORDINANCE HALTED 


Council Sidesteps Fifty Year Franchise 
Measure in Face of Crowds of Op- 
posing Business Men. 


Peoria, lll., Nov. 20.—[{ Special. }—Large del- 
egations of business men who attended the 
city council tonight to protest against the 
proposed gas ordinance were disappointed 
yet pleased, for the council! sidestepped and 
the matter was not called up. 

“The special commiiitee was not ready to 
report,”’ was the excuse offered by several! 
aldermen. “The committee may be ready 
to Selah next Tuesday evening,’’ they prom- 
ised. 

Meanwhile those who oppose giving the 
Peoria Gas and Electric company a fifty 
year franchise will keep up the agitation 
againet the project in the hope they may 
prevent its passage. 

The failure of the council to act upon it 
tonight is taken by its opponents as an im- 
dication thet the aldermen fear public wrath 
and that in fact the franchise movement 
is dead.
